Claims 1-20 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 112, second paragraph as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter of the invention, and the specification stands objected to under 35 U.S.C. 
§ 1 12, first paragraph.
